Sizemore issued the following Christmas Safety 



Suggestions : 

1. When you select Christ- 
mas tree choose a freshly cut 
tree with firinlv attached need- 
les. 

2. Keep the tree outdoors 
until just before the holidays 
because it will stay fresher in 
the cool air and will stay green 
longer alter you have put it 
up. V 

3. When putting up the tree, 
set it in the coolest part of the 
room jjaay from heaters, radia- 
tors ..W the fire place. This 
will not orly reduce the possi- 
bility of fire but will keep the 
tree from drying out 

4. it is a good plan to use a 
tree holder which lias a little 
bucket of water in which the 
trunk can rest during the holi- 
days.

5. Fire proof Christmas tree 
decorations are the best Use 
decorations made of glass, met- 
al on a fire resistant material. 

6 Set up electric trains 
away from the tree, a spark 
from the train could start a 
fire 

7 Always use electric lights 
on the tree, never candles. 
Lighting sets should be checked 
before being placed on the tree, 
and those with had wiring 
should be discarded. When 
buying row sets, look for the 
tag on the label showing listing 
by Underwriters, Laboratories, 
Inc. A switch some distance 
from the tree should he provid- 
ed for turning the lights on. 

8. On Christmas morning, 
fold and put away all gift 
wrapping paper you intend to 
keep. Other gilt wrappings 
should be gathered and thrown 
promptly after presents are 
opened. 

9. Christmas tree lights 
should be turned off while no 
one is home. 

10. Inspect the tree from 
time to time to see how dry it 
is. If needles near the lights 
have been started to turn 
brown, change the position of 
the lights 

11. When the needles start 
falling, take the tree down, dis- 
card it outdoors in a safe place. 

12. Even if the tree remains 
fresh, make plans now to dis- 
mantle it after New Year’s Day 
and restore the room to normal 
setting.

Rowe officially signed the 
full four-year scholarship at 12 
noon, the official opening for 
Southeastern Conference schools 
to recruit. 

Rowe, who made first team 
All-State in the Associated Press 
poll of sportswriters, stands at 
6-foot 3 and tips the scales at 
250. but during football season 
he usually drops to 230 

Six others were signed by 
the University in the opening 
day Saturday, but Rowe was 
the only one from Eastern Ken- 
tucky. 

In sig- ing Rowe, Assistant 
coach Joe Moss gave the follow- 
ing statement: 

This is indeed a happy day 
for University of Kentucky foot- 
ball. We are extremely proud 
to sign O. J. to a football schol- 
arship. He has tremendous po- 
tential. We think very highly 
of O. J. and his family. We 
know he will be a fine addition 
to our football program at Ken- 
tucky. 

At the end of the day's sign- 
ings in Lexington, head coach 
Charlie Bradshaw told news- 
men that next year’s crop of 



freshmen will lie the school's 
finest lreshman squad ever.

Judge Noplis Signs 
Order To Reduce 
County Magistrates 

Beginning in 1970 the magistrates of Perry Courtly will number three 
instead of the customary eight as a result of an order made today by County 
Judge Babe C. Noplis. 



The out-going county Judge 
made the order this morning at 
11 a m. at the county court- 
house after a committee com- 
posed of James Monroe Bra- 
shear. Willie McIntosh and 
Chelsea Baker recommended 
the re-districting 

As a result, the county will 
save $12,000 annually starting 
in 1970 from Ihe new districts. 
Present magistrates receive 
$200 per month salaries which 
totals to $1600 per month or 
$19 200 an. ually for the fiscal 
court, not including the county 
judgr. 

New Districts' Outlook 

Under the new set-up, the 
districts will have this outlook 

North Justices' District No. 1 
will consist of Buckhorn. Bar- 
ger, Chavies. Krypton. Yerkcs, 
Busy. Butterfly, Lost Creek, 
Gwin. Dwarf. Ary, Rowdy, Hard- 
burley, and Bulan In the Nov- 
ember 2. 1935. magistrate elec 
tion there were 3 347 votes in 
the previous precincts with an 
approximate population of 11.- 
376. 

Central Justices’ District No 
2 consists of Walkcrtown, Hurst 
Hotel. City Hall. Memorial Gym- 
rasium Fire Department. Far 
mertown. Lotts Creek. Combs. 
Bonnyman and Avawam. The 
total justice vote in the Novem- 
ber election in these precincts 
was 3.35b which represents a 
population of 11.115. 

The third and final district 
is the South Justices' District 
No. 3 which will include Happy. 
Vicco. Viper, Jeff. Farlcr. Cor- 
ncttsvillc, Big Leatherwood. 
Little Leatherwood, Whitaker, 
Rogers Branch. Glomawr, Lo- 
thair Town Mountain and Ever- 
solle.

At Eagle's rest once again I feel that I 
have been more or less brain washed by reading 
Jack Weller's book Yesterday's People. 

I also feel that maybe our people in the 
mountain area have been living in a fools para- 
dise. when I read how we were taken by the 
out of state people, or "furriners" if you pli»«se. 
On the other hand if the big Corporations had 
not come in and bought our minerals and open- 
ed up the area we might be setting here like 
we were in the 70 s and 80s. 

It seems our elected officials of that age 
neglected to inform the people of their rights, 
and failed to give them the leadership they 
needed. Not only did the stranger at the gate 
exploit us but the people who should have 
helped, left us to shrewed men from other 
shores. I feel this is an indictment against the 
legislature, the judicial, as well as the execu- 
tive branch of our government of that era. The 
Kentucky Rar Association should have come 
to the aid of the masses for it is a certainty 
that they knew what was ^ping on. One of 
Southeastern Kentucky's best known land law- 
yers said to me, not long before bis death: 
“Mrs. Nolan it is a crying shame the way the 
big corporations have tied up the people's 



land." He said "Why. they can go any where 
they want to on the average farm, and for all 
practical purposes do any thing they want to, 
and no one can do any thing about it. least 
of all the so called land owners.” 

It is never too late to right a wrong Our 
leaders today should go all out to vindicate 
the wrong done our people who were exploit- 
ed. and our leaders should watch all types of 
deeds to see that History does not repeat it- 
self. I feel this is an opportune time to “Right 
the wrong' done our unsuspecting forefathers. 
No doubt they were assured that they would 
not kr.ow when the coal was taken that their 
land would not be marred in the least, much 
less gutted Bulldozer and huge earthmoving 
machines were unheard of fifty years ago when 
most of the deeds were made, and at the time 
the minerals were sold by an suspecting and 
long suffering mountaineers. 

One thing, many people who write about 
our mountains do not know, and that is that 
most true mountaineers have been very suc- 
cessful Most of them have reared large fam- 
ilies and educated them. The descendants of 
the native pioneer wherever he has gone has 
been more than an average success.
